Be Sure You 
Have Sale Bill 
For That Tree 


The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture’ has established in- 
spection stations at several places 
on the highways leading from.the 
Christmas tree producing areas 
of the state. State inspectors at 
the stations will.check on Christ- 
mas trees and boughs being tran- 
sported to determine if they are: 
accompanied ‘by a bill of sale as 
required by state law. Other in- 
spectors will free lance in the 
tree and bough-cutting area and 


{in metropolitan centers to see if 


the provisions of the state law 
are compiled with. 

State laws require that Christ- 
mas frees be acgcompanied by a 
bill of sale signed by the proper- 
ty owner from whom the trees 
originated. The bill of sale is 
proof that the trees have been le- 
gally acquired by the person who 
has them in his possession. 

The bill of sale forms are fur- 
nished by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of. Agriculture- free of 
charge. They are available at the 
offices of the County. Agricult- 
ural Agents, County Sheriff, the 
State Police barracks, and Con- 
servation headquarters in all 
counties of the state. Land own- 
ers who desire to transport Christ- 


mas trees or evergreen boughs |

Here’s ;how he managed his 
land to.grow the 1952 crop. 

First, he follows a rotation plan 
that pits’ the field irto produc- 
tion of potatoes only once every 
five years. The land is in a le- 
gume sod for three years. In 1950 
this field was in ‘alfalfa-brome 
pounds of 2-12-6 fertilizer to the 
acre, In 1951 the field was pas- 
tured by the dairy herd until 
August. It was cultivated 
times and 800 pounds of 0-12-12 
fertilizer was applied. 

This spring he cultivated the 
field three times, plowed it once, 
went over it with a disc and 
planted the potato crop on May 
12. Rows were spazed 3@-inGhes 
apart and seed planted every sev- 
n qmches. More fertilizer—t,200 
pounds of 3-9-18—iwas used in the 
cows at time of planting. with 38 
bushels of seed to the acre.

Dairymen “Should also consider 
what to do with skim ,milk all 
year long. Calves and hogs will 
drink the,milk; beyond a certain 
age... five months for calves . 
skim ‘milk | ‘is not as valuable, 
however. Animals will grow v just | 
as big on meals. Cost is the main 
point, 5. 

In 2 plans, calves receive a 
pound of whole milk daily for 
| each - 10_.pounds ‘of calf weight 
until the third or faurth week; 
then eight to 10 pounds of milk 
are fed daily, depending on calf 
size.
